"Star Spangled Banner," loudly ap- 
plauding "Yankee Doodle" and going 
'wild" over "Dixie"; drinking in;the 
Boft atraloa "Nif MfeiUw" or ttrlvtag 
tocatobthe toweit "dla^vay" note 
of the trombone. But Hit jiUover 
now. Wc will liaten no more to oo^ 
net or saxapboue, violin, baas drum 
or trooibone, and the Great Southern 
Exposition of 1883 la a memory to 
day.
